T his city should long ago have en­ 


forced c harter provisions in the case 


of every com pany having a franchise 


from the city, and enforced to the let- 


te r the full perfonnance of every con­ 


tract. 
Had this been done the fight would 


hav e been over and every plant would 


hav e been able to furnish the service 


required of it. 


Sedalia has m ade the m istake of ac­ 


cepting prom ises and excuses, of com ­ 


prom ising and delaying the settlem ent 


of Issues tha t arose from tim e to tim e. 


T his policy has cost the city m ore 


than all the public utilities are w orth, 


and ha s brought about a condiUon 


tha t puzzles the w isest of our officials. 


And now we are told tha t we m ust 


w ait for the "m erger“—a monopoly 


of all the public utilities. 


B ut w hat assurances can we have 


tha t the m onopoly will be kinder to 


Sedalia than the several com panies 


have been? 
If we could not compel 


the single com pany to carry out char­ 


ter provisions, how can we hope to 


force a huge monopoly of all the com­ 


panies to give adequate service. 


If the single com panies are arbi­ 


trary, dictatorial and careless as to 


the service rendered, how can we ex­ 


pect the monopoly to be fairer in its 


trea tm e n t of the public? 
Monopoly 
in all ages 
has been 


tyrannical, grasping and selfish. W ill 


It reform and become docile, generous 


an d fair? 
Again, the w ater service is the m ost 


im portant. W e can do w ithout gas or 


electric light, we can w alk when the 
cars don’t run. B ut w hen a fire breaks 


o ut w e m ust have adequate w ater sup­ 


ply to fight It. 
Now, w hen the w ater com pany goes 


into partn ership w ith the light and 


pow er com panies and the stre e t car 


lines, are we not placing ourselves 
In the position w here m ism anagem ent 


of either of the other com panies may 


ban k rupt our w ater com pany and ren ­ 


d e r it unable to m ake needed im prove­ 


m ents?

cured.

In the pa rty were severa l who 
were una cqua inted with the legends 
ot the river, a nd it devolved upon 
Ca pta in Henderson a nd Ca pta in Pen- 
xiywit to rela te some of the ha ppen­ 
ings of the older da ys. 
One of the most surprising things 
brought out wa s the fa ct tha t the gen- 
ora l run of stea m boa tmen object to 
ha ving a boa t with a na me sta rting 
with either a n M or O. 
It is cla imed 
tha t a boa t with a na me sta rting with 
, -either of these letters a lwa ys comes 
* to a violent end. 
Severa l Insta nces 
a re given where boa ts bea ring this 
supposed 'lioodoo** ha ve either been 
sunk or burned. 
The Molly Ebert, 
Ollle Neville, Ma ry Irwin, Ma jor An­ 
derson, a ll burned up, a nd the Mis­ 
souri a nd the Ohio sa nk. All of these 
boa ts were knowm to loca l men a nd 
ra n on the Ohio a nd Mississippi. 
The ca se of the 
Ma ry Irwin a lso 
ca rried out a nother ‘'hoodoo” of the 
rivermen. It is believed tha t when the 
ra ts desert a ship 
there 
is da nger 
a hea d. 
On a summer a fternoon in 
1S67 the Molly Irwin tied up a c the 
Cincinna ti wha rf. 
Soon a fter It wra s 
noticed tha t the ra ts were lea ving her 
In droves. 
^ 
Ca rpenters working a bout the hold 
of the boa t a mused themselves by 
throwing la rge pieces of wood a t the 
rodents. 
The supersitious people on 
boa rd a t once predicted tha t something 
wa s going to ha ppen, a nd sure eifcugh, 
a bout the middle of the sa me nlghc, 
the Ma ry Irwin, with six other boa ts, 
wa s destroyed by fire, the Ma jor An­ 
derson being one of these, the fire 
wa s witnessed by Ca pta in PennywlL 
A ca t going on boa rd a vessel Is 
considered a ba d sign, a nd the only 
wa y to get rid of the "hoodoo” Is to 
throw the ca t by Its ta il from the port 
a ide of the vessel. 
Throwing it from 
the sta rboa rd side will ha ve no effect 
wha tever. 
Believers In hoodoos greet with de­ 
light the entra nce of a pig. 
There 
a re a number of boa ts on which the 
crews ha ve their pet pigs, a nd these 
a re sup|K>sed to be the best bea rers 
of good luck In the world. 
After a 
few weeks' tra ining, It Is cla imed, 
they ha ve more sense~tha n a dog, a nd 
when the ga ng pla nk Is lowered a t a 
la nding they a re the first to run on 
shore a nd a re never left behind, a s 
they know the minute the ropes a re 
going to be let loose.

A boa t Is never la unched on Frida y, 
nor is one purcha sed on the sa me da y. 
A business dea l is never ma de on Fri­ 
da y Cha t ca n be put off.

I left Sedalia between two suns,

imayor and city aldermen were hav ing 
wisions of a perfect light, street car 
and water system, and the real estate 
men were dreaming

’W e glided along through space ov er 
3outk w est Missouri, Southeast Kan*

Indian 
territory and 
: across Texas, and had It not been for

going yet. 
^ om Galv eston we came to San

be here until the winter months shall

W e made the first part of our jour- 
uney without incident, sav e now and 
^ e n to be disturbed by the auditor,

v We stopped in Parsons twenty min* 
'u te s for the people to get break fast 
and the engine to get a long breath. 
This was the only stop we made in 
Kansas, not ev en halting for the en- 
‘ giae to get a drink , for you k now they 
hav e prohibition there. 
IFoc the next part of our trip we 
ramused ourselv es watching the bill- 
Jng and cooing tactics of a bride and

them to Sam Rosse. 
Texas is a great state, an empire of 
itself. 
I nev er realized how big a 
tract of land 
Columbus discov ered 
until r crossed Texas. 
It is bounded 
on the north by the war whoop and 
the tomahawk of the Indian territory; 
on the east by the hazel thick ets and 
grapev ine jungles of Ark ansas; on 
the south by the Atlantic ocean, the 
Gulf of Mexico, the Galv eston sea 
wall, the Rio Grande riv er and the 
hot tamales of Mexico; on the west 
by sandy plains, prairie dog towns 
and Mexican bull pens. 
Texas has more v arieties of climate, 
soil and people than any other country 
on earth. 
These people are sociable, 
not v ery industrious, and free hearted, 
in fact, the Texans believ e in anything 
free. 
That is the reason there are 
so many free silv er democrats down 
here. 
They believ e by v oting for it 
they will get it laid down in bushel 
lots at their door, express charges 
prepaid. 
The most noticeable thing I see in 
trav eling ov er Texas is what I don’t 
see, that is, the absence of well im­ 
prov ed farms lik e we hav e in Mis­ 
souri. 
Owing to the mildness of the 
climate, houses are built more to the 
idea of being cool in the summer than 
they are to being warm in the winter. 
Good barns are v ery scarce. Banis 
and stock sheds such as Bell Hutchin­ 
son has on his farm would be a curi­ 
osity down here. 
People In this 
town 
seem to be 
prosperous. 
Saloons, of which there 
are from one to four in each side of 
ev ery block , do a thriv ing business. 
^Hair butchers certainly do mak e the 
people suffer 
and 
mak e 
a pile of 
money, too, but don’t say anything 
to A1 Baumgartner about It. 
Groceries are about the same price 
here as in Sedalia. Fresh home-grown 
v egetables of all k inds are now on the 
mark et. 
Wood is a little higher here, gas 
about the same and they say they re­ 
ally giv e you just what gas you pay 
for.

He passed through Denv er 
a few days ago with twenty-three elk 
en route to his farm on Black mount­ 
ain. 
The animals 
were 
crated and 
tied in box cars on the Midland train 
for Freshwater, and. according to W. 
H. Emmons, an official of the Midland 
road, who saw them, they were giv ing 
ai| much trouble as 
fiv e 
times the 
number of cattle or sheep. 
Pigg captured the elk in Wyoming 
and conceiv ed the idea of transport­ 
ing them to sev eral acres of ground 
he owns on Black mountain. He has 
inclosed this with strands of wire ten 
feet high and the animals will be al­ 
lowed to multiply as fast as possible. 
The teeth and ornaments from the 
horns he expects to sell as souv enirs. 
The meat and hides he can dispose of 
In the mark ets. There are a number 
of deer already on the farm and these 
will be raised 
for 
slaughter also. 
There will be no interference with 
the game laws, as the state allows the 
k illing of elk or deer in priv ate park s 
or property at any time in the year. 
One of the reasons for the present 
high price of elk teeth is said to be 
because a Billings, Mont., merchant, 
who has two bushels of them, is sav ­ 
ing them as an estate for his heirs.
